PRACTICAL SPEECHES. 


A Fine Attendance—Increased In­ 
terest-U seful Inform ation About 
Land, Clim ate and Products. 


Tlie third day of the Citrus Fair was a 
tri*nph of success. The attendance all 
day was good. At night the pavilion was 
crowded almost to its full capacity. 
By the noon train members of the San 
Francisco Board of Trade arrived and a 
few citizens of San Francisco, with a 
promise of a large delegation to-day and 
to-morrow. 
NOTE?. 
The Placer county Citrus Directors have 
called a meeting of exhibitors from that 
county for to-day at 1 p . m ., at the citrus 
hall, to decide on the disposal of their ex­ 
hibits at the close of the fair. 
Friday has been set apart by the Citrus 
Fair for private and public school children. 
The intermediate and primary will as­ 
semble and march down in the forenoon, 
and the Grammar and High School pupils 
in the afternoon. The Board of Education 
request that all teachers accompany the 
children in their respective departments. 
James I. Felter, A. Gonnett and Julius 
Strutz, of this city, and \V. B. West, of 
Stockton, the Committee on Wines and 
Brandies, examined the clarets, white 
wines, Rieslings and hocks yesterday, and 
at 10 a. m. to-day will resume their labors, 
and pass upon the brandies, ports, sherries 
and other sweet wines. The committee 
find that the exhibition of wines and bran­ 
dies oí vintages from 1880 to 1885 is of so 
extensive a character that they will prob­ 
ably be unable to report before to-morrow. 
One of the amusing incidents of the fair 
is the earnest labors of southern California 
nurserymen to sell fine budded trees to 
northern California people, notwithstand­ 
ing the south has so long laughed at the 
idea of attempting the culture of the orange 
and lemon here for commerce. 
A Riverside grower yesterday, in the 
hall, admitted frankly that the fair fully 
and amply proved the claims made for 
Central anci northern California. 
Solano’s exhibit attracts more and more 
of attention, because of the persistent pres­ 
entation of the fact that no irrigation is 
needed there, and yesterday quite a crowd 
gathered to hear Solanoites explain the 
capacity of the soil and climate of that fruit 
section. 
Butte, Yuba and Placer exhibits con­ 
tinue to excite the admiration of visitors 
as spectacles, irrespective of all questions 
of merit as to fruit, etc. 
'The ladies of Sacramento yesterday ar­ 
ranged a beautiful floral frame, showing 
fresh cuttings of Sacramento flowers. 
Great numbers of people are here from 
all the interior, north, east and west and 
southwest of SacramentoKand the strange 
faces on the street increase with each train’s 
arrival. 
Santa Clara county has sent up more 
handsome exhibits of oranges, limes, per- J 
simmons and nuts from the grounds of the | 
Catholic Fathers’ residence at Los Gatos, 
and from the farm of J. A. Wilcox, Santa 
Clara. 
The aggregate of goods for the fair 
brought by Wells, Fargo & Co. is nearly 
sixteen tons, and as much more was car­ 
ried by the railroad company. 
The one constant cry and iteration at the 
fair, that rings in the ears and fills the air, 
so that escape from it is impossible, is, 
“ Oh! if this could only be set down in 
Chicago or some’ Eastern city!’ It can. 
There is no need to pack it much. Secure 
immigrant cars that have heating con­ 
venience—or any car so provided. Put 
the exhibits into the car without much 
handling or packing. Maintain just heat 
enough to prevent freezing as they pass 
through the land of ice and snow, and 
they will reach Chicago as well-conditioned 
as they leave here. A^.n experienced ship­ 
per yesterday said they ought, if moved, to 
be moved in a way to avoid repacking 
where not absolutely necessary. All now 
in boxes ffnd baskets would ride just as 
they are in a car where the temperature 
can* be regulated to a point just above freez­ 
ing. By reference to a report of the Di­ 
rectors’ meeting yesterday, it will be seen 
that the subject was fully discussed and 
conclusions arrived at favorable to the 
transit to Chicago. 
The Nevada ex^bit is the object of much 
interest, as showmg what can be done by 
tilling the soil in a county which it was 
supposed was dependent wholly upon 
mining. 
There will be no speaking at the fair to­ 
night, which is the equivalent of saying 
that it will be “ Promenade Night ” in the 
fullest sense. 
SPEECH OF HON. L. D. FREE?. OF OROVILLE. 
Last evening A. S.#lIopkins presided, and 
introduced as the first speaker of the even­ 
ing Judge Freer of Oroville. Butte county. 
The Judge wa3 listened to with profound 
attention by a very large audience: 
Judge Freer said he did not intend to make a 
speech, but only proposed to give some lacts 
whfch would prove of general interest. He 
went on to say that, when a boy, crossing the 
Isthmus on his way to California, for the first 
time he saw oranges dangling irom the trees, 
lie was enchanted by the sight, and longed to 
always linger and feast his eyes on the beauti­ 
ful vision. But the scene then paiuted on his 
mind is now reproduced here to-ni^ht. Thirty- 
one years ago a citizen of Bid well s Bar, nine 
miles above Oroville, 
against 
tlie rid­ 
icule of his neighbors and that class ol croak­ 
ers to be •found in all communities, and 
with some slight misgivings on his own 
part, planted au orange tree in his garden. Con­ 
trary to the expectations of all cognizant of the 
act, that tree grew and flourished, and to day it 
is a living monument of the wisdom of the 
planter and of the ignorance of those who ridi­ 
culed his venture. That tree, planted so many 
years ago, has become 
THE PARENT 
Of more orange trees than any other to-day in 
California. In that county there are now about 
1.000 trees growing from cuttings obtained from 
that tree, and seed have been sent and planted 
and cuttings grafted in many parts of the State. 
But in those days little attention was paid to 
such golden fruit as this. Men were then en­ 
gaged in delving in the ground for solid gold, 
and they continued to send both gold and slick- 
ens down to the people of the farming section 
and to the cities by the sea. But it appears the 
people of this section saw fit to draw the line at 
sliekens. and now the hydraulic miners are not 
sending down much of anythiifg. They could 
not, however, live on climate and air, and are , 
now turning their attention to the growing of 
citrus fruit, and in the coming years they will 
again be sending down golden avalanches 
upon the people below tnem ; but of an­ 
other kind—something that will demand 
in exchange the golden ducats they origi­ 
nally dug 
from the 
soil 
on which 
their orange orchards will be growing. Through 
tlie energy of the press in this city, and the en­ 
terprise of the people in this section of the 
btaie, there has been gathered here a wondrous 
exhibition of semi-tropieai fruits, and the en­ 
chanting scene presented here to-night must 
make even the “ oldest inhabitant ” believe he 
is viewing it under the spell of “ Aladjlin’s 
Lamp.” THE FAIR HAS COME TO STAY, 
And will grow better with each succeeding 
year. He aid not know but that even the prts- 


arge portion ot northern California, embracing 
many counties. In Butte there are to-day 125,­ 
000 acres of Government land open to settle­ 
ment, and many thousand acres of railroad 
land. The la’ter is the better, and can be had 
quite as cheap as the former. On land similar 
to much of that still unoccupied, oranges, 
olives, lemons, etc., are gjown successfully, as 
the exhibit from that county bore eloquent tes­ 
timony;. No county in the State can equal Butte 
in facilities for irrigation. Horace Greeley it 
was who once advised the young men of the 
ole er States to go West. And when the young 
man comes West he should come to Butte.or some 
other county in Central California. In the last 
thirteen years there had been an increase in the 
taxab e wealth of that county of ten mil ion 
dollars. Where can anyone find a place with 
better promise? Where can money be invested 
at better interest than in lend .* Since the Citrus 
Fair oflast year, at which Butte made an excel­ 
lent showing, the 
RATE OF INCREASE 
nas been most noticeable. And perhaps in 
like proportion the effect of that fair has been 
to enhance values in other counties. In Butte 
there are now growing no less than 15,000 
orange trees and many thousand olive trees, a 
large proportion of which were planted during 
the past year, and like progress, as wc all 
know, is being made in other counties. In re­ 
lation to the resources and possibilities of north­ 
ern California, a prominent citizen of San Fran­ 
cisco had said to the speaker that day that he 
had lived in San Francisco almost from his in 
faucv, but he must candidly admit that lie was 
absolutely ignorant of the possibilities—and 
even of the extent of the actual industries—of 
this portion of the State until he entered this 
hall and witnessed the dazzling display'of citrus 
and other fruits spread out belore him. There 
are. Judge Freer said, plenty more people in 
San Francisco who do not know the capabilities 
of this grand portion of California. Merchants 
there have admitted that much of the trade of 
southern California lias passed from their 
hands, and his advice to them has been, and is. 
that thev should join hands with the people of 
the northern half of the State, who are doing 
so much toward its development, and help 
along 
THE C.OOD WORK 
By opening their banks to this section and let­ 
ting some of their surplus capital get out among 
the people at low interest. The development 
of northern California, as now contemplated by 
the buildiDg of short local lines of railroads anil 
the extension of the main line northward, will 
bring business to San Francisco, and it is to the 
interests of the merchants and capitalists of 
that city to help along the good work that they 
have so long neglected. The people of northern 


seed and acorns that grew in such an abundance, 
for bread; he had but to set his nets to catch the 
finest fish in the world, hut to beud his bow to 
kill all sorts of game. The climate was so even 
and mild that he felt no necessity for clothes, 
and so he lived on and was as happy as Adam 
could have been before he had the knowledge 
of good and evil. And I am going to tell you 
pretty soon why the white man nas not pro­ 
gressed since he drove the Digger out of 
THIS OARPFN OF EDEN— 
Why we have such a poor display here, in com­ 
parison with what we ought to have: and I will 
tn* to cotne to *omt* substance, because I am 
alraid that, like any other old man telling of the 
memories of his youth, I tire you. "The west 
side of the Sacramento valley kt>ove Volo.” So 
wrote the doctor. This is a big territory. If it 
is supposed that Bed Blufl and Bedding are in 
the Sacramento valley, then we have a distance 
north from the Yolo* line of about 170 miles. 
Suppose you had beeu with me in 1S50 at the 
Yolo line, on the river. We would be in a 
wooded country, with tangled undergrowth of 
pea vine, poison oak, blackberry' bushes, grape­ 
vines, wild roses, etc., and we would make poor 
headway going north, unless we kept from a 
half to a mile hack from the river. But a mile 
back would throw us in the edge of a tule some 
three miles wide. So we skirt along up be­ 
tween the timber and the tules. This little strip 
is covered with clover that would make, per­ 
haps, five tons of hay to the acre. It is with 
great difticulty that we get through. The land 
is rich, and before I forget it I want to say that 
7 3 * bushels of wheat to the acre has since been 
cut from a measured forty acres ol this land. 
A JOURNEY VP T1IE RIVER. 
As wc go north, we fir.d that iu about seven 
miles the thnber and the undergrowth gets 
wider; the tulearecede and we begin to find the 
land looks like if it had not overflowed for 
years, ¿pots of wild oats begin to appear. 
Then, as we go on, we see timber out to the 
west, instead of tules. The wild oats ami the 
high land widens out, until the overflow is con­ 
fined to a very narrow trough. Theri we come 
to Sycamore slough, and we see by its course the 
timber we saw on the west was on thi3 stream. 
It is dry, except in winter aríd spring, and it 
spreads out und makes the tale that came so 
spre 
close into the river at the start. We have been 
on Grand Island. This slough, this tule, form­ 
ing the western boundary of it, and the river 
the eastern. We find another little basin of 
tule, and then reach Colusa. Here we strike a 
road traveled by gold-hunters going to the 
northern mines. It is kept outside, or west, of 
the tule. As we go north from here we can not 
see to the river, for the brush, nor well to the 
west, for the wild oats. I heard General Bid- 
well relate that he tried for forty miles to get to 
the river for water, without success. Occasion­ 
ally a slough puts out of the river and runs 
back to the trough above mentioned, but none 
of them are so deep as Sycamore slough, and 
have water only in flood time. The ¿o;l is all 
the same, 
AI.L A RICH ALLUVIAL. 
Forty-five miles north of our starting point we 
find the head cf the "trough.” Above this the 
land slopes from the hills to the river, and in 54 
miles we crosstHony creek, a stream about 500 
feet wide, with banks ten or twelve feet high. 
The water does not run down to the river all the 
year, but in winter the banks are full. We are 
yet traveling over fine alluvial soil. Some of 
this the creek has made and some the river. At 
60 miles—just at the most northern boundary of 
Colusa couuty—the red land comes to the river. 
Then we have a succession of river bottoms; 
creeks come down to the river, and the rich 
bot'om lands extend on them to the hills, with 
fertile valleys in the hills. We get an idea as 
we travel over this red land l*etween tbe creeks 
that it is not worth much. The growth is not 
luxuriant, although we find upon it plenty of 
bunch gross, and after years proved it fine grain 
and vineyard laud. When we get to Bed Bank 
creek, just below the present town of Red Bluff’, 
we find that the prairie ends. The low hills are 
now covered with oak trees. I have always 
thought that tlie Sacramento valley ought to 
end here. The great valley that opened above 
that we, in early days, called the American val­ 
ley. I have not kept posted with the progress 
of the county above Keu Bank creek, and hence 
concerning that I will keep silent. 
UP TIIROUGH THE PLA ^S. 
Now’ if you had started with me in 1850 oil the 
Yolo line to the w’est cf the little area of tule 
above mentioned, we would have had a pretty 
well traveled road for about 12 miles. A little 
point of timber puts out from the foothills near 
the lower line, and we think the valley much 
narrower than it is; but we notice that the soil 
is good. We find the endless garden of flowers 
I have before mentioned. As the road turns in 
towards the river we keep straight on due 
north. But there is not much variety. About 
every five or six miles we cross a dry creek, 
which the people have insisted on’ calling 
sloughs. Wnerever these overflowed their 
banks we find wild oats, and clover in between 
fields of flowers. The land we see has all been 
made by wash from the hills, and each creek 
runs on a ridge. We stop ;o philosophize, and 
find that the creek runs on a ridge, until it 
builds its brinks several feet above the surrouud- 
ing country, when it will break through, leave 
its channel forever, and go to building up 
another ridge. And thus the valley was built. 
When we get to Stony creek, which is here 60 
miles from our starting point, we look back and 
Conclude that the valley has been about fifteen 
miles wide on the average from the river to the 
foothills. Then continuing to Red Bank, we 
have the same red-rolling prairie we mentioned 
before, with the same crossings of creeks, with 
fine alluvial bottoms. 
The foothills for about thirty miles are tim­ 
bered : then sets in a succession of “ oat hills.” 
as we used to call them, as they were covered 
with oats. These hills are fine soil. The valleys 
in the foothills are also unparalleled in fertility, 
¿tony creek, which, as we have seen, is the first 
creek to run into the river on the west side, 
heads twenty miles north of the Yolo line, runs 
northerly and breaks through the low range of 
hills into the Sacramento valley, sixty seven 
miles nor.h of the Yolo line, and runs’thencc 
southea>terly to the river. Upon Stony creek 
and its tributaries are numerous fertile valleys. 
THE FIRST SETTLEMENTS. 
Settlements w ere made first along the river, 
au 1 were fot hotel purposes entirely. Then 
stock men took po session, and each man 
claimed a large range. These ranges w’ere lim­ 
ited only by the facility for water. There was 
but one watering p acc in the pi”ins south of 
Stony creek. That was a will .w pond, from 
which the present town of Willows took its 
name. Land was counted as nothing, but the 
possession of this pond was counted as worth a 
g.eatdealof monev. It was valued, we think, 
as high as $50,000. This commanded most of the 
range on the plains for ten miles above and 
below. The cti*tie man was king. The' came 
in some men with sheep along the foothills, ami 
there was war bed ween them and the cattle 
lords. The cat'le men said that sheep spoiled 
the ra* ge—that cattle would not eat grass over 
which sheep had run. But tbe cattle men and 
the sheep men settled their differences, and 
each began to buy some land. Most of this 
area came into market at private entry as early 
as 1856. Along the river were Spanish grants. 
Each man entered what laud he was obliged :o 
have to protect his range. In this way large 
areas were entered. 
PROGRESS OF AGRICULTURE. 
Along the river grain-raising began as early 
as 1852, and in the course of ten years a consider­ 
able area of the river laud w hs under cultivation. 
Spasmodic efforts were made at farming on the 
plains. This was encroaching on the domain 
of the stockmen, and there was not much suc­ 
cess attending any of the efforts un i! about 
1870. Then the big areas entered for stock pur­ 
poses began to be sown to wheat, and other 
arge areas were "entered for that purpose. It 


California have not, he said, the slightest ill- 
feeling toward their neighbors down among the 
orange groves of the southern section. The 
latter are entitled to the grand success that 
has 
crowned 
their 
efforts, 
and 
all 
the 
glory 
that 
has 
come 
with 
it. 
They 
have 
labored 
verv 
hard 
for it, and should have it. They have taught 
us much of which we stood in need. They have 
taught us that we can’t sit idly down, while 
they are at work, and then hope to succeed in 
like proportion to them. It is. unfortunately, 
true that some parties in southern California 
have been 
TRYING TO DETRACT 
From the reputation of this section in favor of 
their own. They are operating on armistaken 
policy. We are not jealous of our southern 
neighbors at all. We don’t want their glory, but 
we do want fair play and fair treatment in our 
laudable efforts to promote the welfare of our 
section of the State. 
IN CONCLUSION, 
The speaker said: "But with all our good feel­ 
ing and wishes, the treatment this section of the 
State has received at the hands of some of our 
neighbors puts me in mind of a little story 
which I will repeat at the risk of trespassing 
upon your time. An indulgent parent had a 
hopeful son, who. unknown to his father, be­ 
came lossesseri of one of those uninviting ca­ 
nines commonly known as a bull pup. "The 
father, passing by where the pup was chained, 
was made aware of the dog’s presence by being 
suddenly seized by the leg. Immediately the j 
old gem set up a great hue, cry and howl,which 
attracted the attention of his favorite sou. The 
boy, enjoying tbe fun. said to his parent, * Keep 
still, old man ! Don’t make so much noise. I 
know it hurts you like the d—1, but it will he 
the making of the pup!’ So we may say that 
our Citrus Fairs are like the pup—that they 
have got their teeth into the old man South, 
and he is making a great noise, aud we know it 
hurts. But it will do no good, for these fairs 
have come to abide, and will make citrus- | 
growing in Central and northern California a 
lull-blown bull dog.” 
ADDRESS OF W . S. GREEN. 
Tlie next speaker was H on. W . S. Green, 
editor of the Colusa Sun. H e saiu he was 
accustomed to speak only with bis pen. 
H e wrote essays, but he never ventured to 
read them to audiences. H e had prepared 
a paper for the occasion, and y»as glad to be 
assured he was not expected to read it, as 
the newspapers, true to their duty and en­ 
terprise, would print all speeches for the 
Citrus Fair. W ith a few pleasant remarks 
he referred-hi3 hearers for his speech to the 
press. 
A few days ago I received a letter from Dr. 
Latham, stating that I was to read a paper on 
Wednesday evening, December 15th, on the 
subject of the west side of the Sacramento val­ 
ley, above Yolo. This letter found me iu the 
midst of as much business as it has been my 
misfortune, or good fortune—whichever way 
people may lie minded on that matter—to have 
thrown on ray hands at one time. I have beeu 
somewhat in the habit of writing papers, but 


entexhibition would excel anything that could 
be shown by any portion of the much-vaunted 
southern counties. Northern and Central Cali­ 
fornia have been most grossly misrepresented 
among other parts of the Union It was but a 
few weeks ago that a journal published in San 
Francisco was circulated throughout the country 
with a libelous cartoon representing what pur­ 
ported to be a winter scene in northern Cali­ 
fornia. It was a sketch of a farm and land­ 
scape with the field and buildings covered with 
snow and ice—just such a picture as one might 
expect to look upon in the Northern or Atlantic 
States at this season of the vear. He could say 
from his own knowledge that in the fruit belt 
of Butte county, where he resides, 
NOT A FLAKE OF SNOW 
Has been seen since 1873, when there was 
a blight sprinkle, which was a surprise to both 
the oldst inhabitant and the native. Doubtless 
some of the southern California gold had found 
its way into the pocket of the San Francisco 
editor of the journal referred to. 
[Judge Freer here read from printed reports of 
the Signal Service statistic?, showing the com­ 
parative average ana mean temperatures of 
Oroville (Butte county) and Riverside (Los An­ 
g 
eles county), showing very slight differences 
etween them, and what difference did exist 
was in favor of the Oroviile section of northern 
California. Compared with Algiers, one of the 
moct successful and prominent orange-growing 
portions of the world, the climate and tempera­ 
ture of Butte county was so nearly the same 
that the difference was hardly meutionable. 
There were geut.emen pre«ent, he said, who 
could give more defiuite information about £1 
Dorado, Placer, Nevada, Napa and o-ber 
counties thau himself. But of the capabilities 
of Butte county, where he had resided from 
boyhood, he could speak irom 
ACTUAL KNOWLEDGE; 
And what was true of that county was true of a 


never of reading them, and the very thought of 
getting up before an audience makes my knees 
grow weak. But Dr. Uitbnm knows my weak­ 
ness: he knew that the most diffident swain 
would attempt even poetry, if asked to describe 
the graces and beauties of his sweetheart, and 
he knew i would attempt anything in the 
world—except poetry—in behalf of the un­ 
paralleled beauties and wealth of the .Sacra­ 
mento valley.

ON THE RIVER. 
You may, perhaps, think this an extravagant 
beginning—may take it as the vaporing* of a 
braggart, instead of one who comes to deal in ¡ 
sober facts—but you did not see the Sacramento ; 
valley as I saw it. 
Perhaps you never saw a , 
spot ot earth so beautiful, that the love of it ¡ 
would take from you all the enchantment o f ' 
such a mining excitement as that of 1849, and Í 
cause you to settle down and turn a deaf ear to 
all the stories of bonanzas found and fortunes { 
made. There are but few men now living who ¡ 
saw the Sacramento valley as I saw it. No man J 
living will perhaps ever see another such conn- 1 
try. Will you go with me a - mymeinorv beholds 
the vision ana my pen traces it out, albeit that ¡ 
vLsion is dimmed by an intervening period of 
more than thir y-six yeais. I was a mere boy 
then, witb enthusiasm enough to push me out 
into a weird, unknown )a»d in search of for­ 
tune, and perhaps of fame. It was in I860. 
Steaml»oat3 wtre running with some show of 
regularity to Marysville,but when I stood at the 
wheel and turned the nose of the steamer Colusa 
into the Sacramento, she begun to plow waters 
almost unknou'ii to steam. This was, in fact, 
the first boat that had attempted that stream, 
except one or two during flood time the previ 
ous winter. Did you ever feel the thrill of en­ 
thusiasm of handling a boat in unknown wa­ 
ters? When eve: v scene, as it burst upon you, 
around every beud, was new not oniv to you, 
but 
TO THE EYE OF CIVILIZED MAN ! 
Next to this is the ecstatic enthusiasm of 
making new tracks in a new land, with a c on­ 
sciousness that millions upon millions of feet 
must tread therein! Hoiv of en did the boy 
allow his imagination to run on adown the vi.-ta 
of time, when, perhaps, bent with age and 
frosted o’er with Time’s artistic touch, when ihe 
trackless plain he w alked would be covered 
over with garden and orchard and vineyard 
aud lowing herds possessed by a happy and 
prosperous p< ople, while npon the bosom of the 
river, so new, so beautiful, w'ould float a com­ 
merce richer than that of the fabled Indias 
w th stories of which c ur grane mothers whiled 
aw’ay the winter nights. Aye, this was not 
only the dream of the boy, it’has beeu the life 
dream of the man. It t* the dream of the man 
who has passed the summit of the Alps of li*e, 
and is so far down on the other side that ho can 
see the very foot of the hill whcie winds the 
little stream around about the cemetery. But I 
feel that the fulfillment of all this is near at 
liaud. 
IN A STATE OF NATURE. 
On and on steamed the little craft, scaring 
myriads of ducks and other water fowl by the 
newness of Its voice and form, scaring deer, that 
hid in the tangled woods, and even the grizzly 
beur, so abundant iu the river bends, I fancied, 
sought safety from so formidable a looking 
monster. We could nowhere see out. The 
banks of the river, something over twenty feet 
high, were lined on both sides with willows, 
grapevines, etc., clean down to the water’s edge, 
while upon the banks were tall oaks, sycamore, 
ash and cottonwood. Some of those monster 
trees hung out over the stream, as if to dispute 
the passage of the advance guard of civilization. 
Without trouble we reached Colusa. It was not 
a town then. There was no white man there, 
but there 1 pitched my tent, there I have re­ 
mained, and there 1 expect to remain. I 
walked ashore, but I could see nothing. I was 
only six feet two inches high, but trie wild oats 
that surrounded me were much higher than 
that. Along paths made by the Indians, I w an­ 
dered back toward the plains. Let me stoo 
here to sav that the river runs on a ridge, and 
its overflow falls back into what we call the 
trough, into which, also, the small streams from 
the nil!?, twelve or fifteen miles awav, empty 
in winter. The bottom of this trough we call 
the river lands—lands made by the river. The 
other lands are " the plains.” The river lands 
were pretty much all covered with this dense 
growth of wild oats, but beyond was 
AS BEAUTIFUL A SCENE 
As ever met the vision of man. There was one 
endless sea of white and blue and purp’e and 
gol*. It seemed a sea, as the gentle breeze 
made those myriads ot wild flowers wavo and 
glisten iu the snnshine. I seemed te be revel­ 
ing in a ven' garden of Eden, and I wondered 
if riod had made for Adam a more beautiful 
Paradise. Over this vast plain roamed tens r.f 
thousands of antelope, skirting the timber and 
the foothills were great bauds of elk, in the hills 
ainl along the river were an abundance of deer, 
and grizzly bear, by the way. And here, too, I 
found primeval man. He had not progressed 
eveu to the fig leaf. Some people wonder why 
he had not progressed with all these ad van 
tages, but why should he ? It is sot advantages 
that make men progress and go forward. Ne­ 
cessity is the mother of invention, and poverty 
and trial and struggle is I he mother of progress 
This Digger Indian had but to gather the grass. 


was never settled up by farming settlers The 
land in this way fell into the hands of large 
holders. As a cattle-growing county, Colusa, 
which embraces most of the area under discus­ 
sion, was the richest county in the United 
Htates: when she changed to wheat she was 
again the richest. And let me say here that, 
whatever she changes to, she will always be 
the richest. In ISso the >a"ramento valley 
north of Yolo did not sell less than ) 0.000,000 
bushels of wheat. The rich land is held in 
great bodies. The stockmen found it easv to 
make money letting their herds roam over the 
range5, and they would not change even to 
wheat until forced to do s'*. These same men 
now make money easy raising wheat, ami this 
accounts for the dearth of oranges and other 
citrus fruit at this fair from that district. As 
the Digger found it easy to mAke a living there, 
so did ihe white man. If left to themselves, 
these big land-owners would never progress. : 
They live too easr. Why does one cf them want » 
to wait five or six years for oranges to grow. • 
when he has plenty cf land aud can make . 
wheat every year ? 
WAITING FOR THE CONQUEROR. 
As land advances in price, you hear him ’ 
growl and say that land ain’t worth it, and that \ 
people are getting crazy about land, and his : 
taxes are too high. Some have planted trees, 
and have been astonished at the result. There 
are small bearing orchards and vineyards all 
over this area, and larger ones are being i 
planted. Conquering hordes always come from i 
the north—from cold, barren, bleak countries, ¡ 
where a man muni work to live. Hero is a coun­ 
try waiting for the concurrers to come. These 
large lan * 
for some 
railing for the conqnerers to come. These 
* land-owners are dying off. or arc willing 
ime one else to do something, and will sell. 
Land is cheap here in comparison to other j 
f 
daces. Facilities for marketing arc unpara!- ‘ 
eled. From Colusa down on this river 1 have 
M d you about, a little steamer will tow a barge ; 
with a load of a thousand tons, and it cost but i 
fl 50 a ton to put produce oo shipboard. Above j 
Colusa the barge carries about 300 tons. A rail- ; 
road runs up through the middle of the plains, 
and Its charges ore regulated by the river, and 
hence can neier be exorbitant. This district is 
absolutely careless alx>ut Railroad Commission­ 
ers and laws regulating charges. Another road 
runs from the town of Colusa, on the river, across 
the other road right in the foothills, so this diz- 
trict is right in the market. 
IRRIGATION. 
Wheat is raised—fruit is grown without irriga­ 
tion. We have an average rainfall of. perhaps, * 
18 inches. The summer- a’low wheat is a pretty 1 
certain crop. With all this, irrigation will be of 
vast benefit. And here, too, this district is pn- ¡ 
surpassed by any in the world, it has been 
fonnd that winter flooding is sufficient for all 
purposes. As the river runs on a ridge, the 
lands 1 have designated as riv^-r lands can be 
watered when the water Is high at a nominal i 
cost. Just where tbe led lands <• me to the river 
a canal can be taken out that will water most o' 
the valley from there to the line, and if I had 
not been restricted to the Yolo line, I would tell 
you that it could continue on to the bay. The 
maximum cutting for this canal to take water 
at all seasons is but eighteen feet, aud it can be 
brought to the top of the ground iu less than five 
miles, so that it will be one of the cheapest : 
canal-, if not the cheapest» in the State. The ' 
creeks that rise in the mountains to the west, f 
and flow east to ihe river, afford au abundance 
of water for ail the land above the proposed 
canal. The small amount, comparatively, of 
tale lands fire easy of reclamation : in fact, the 
river has beeu leveed so that cropj are success­ 
fully gTown on moct of it new. 


HEALTH. 
Last, but not least, comes health. There is not 
much to say about that, except that it is 
healthy. Take the town of Colusa as a crite­ 
rion. In a population of 2^§90, the census agent 
in 1880 could find but fifteen deaths outside of 
the hospital. Diphtheria, scarlet fever, nor any 
of the diseases that take children offso fast, has 
ever been epidemic therein. Iu fact, the town 
nas never had an epidemic of any kiud. 
Thus 1 have glanced rapidly, aud most unsat­ 
isfactorily to me. at characteristics oí the dis­ 
trict assigned inc. The district is represented 
in this fair. We are not ashamed of what we 
have here, but we arc ashamed that we have 
not more*. But the trees and vines have been 
planted, and are lading planted, that will enable 
us to vie with other sections in quantity as well 
as quality. I hat we have not more here is the 
fault of the people, not of the land and the 
climate. It is a magnificent country for some 
“ northern horde” to overrun—to conquer. 
Uome ou. with energy and pluck, and root out 
those of us who have been having too good a 
time living easy and depending ou nature for 
bread. 
ADDRESS OF GEORGE W. MEADE. 
^ George \V. Meade, of George W. Meade & 
Co., San Francisco, dealers in dried fruits, 
etc , was to have read the next paper, but 
he prevailed on Director P. JO. Platt to read 
it for him. which Mr. Piatt did with good 
effect. We present thetssiy herewith : 
Mr. Preniftcut, Ladúé and Gcntfrmm: The sub­ 
ject of the dried fruit aud raisin industry of 
California i n most pleasing one to now contém­ 
plate. It is, comparatively speaking, but a few 
years since California raisins and California 
dried fruits cut but a small figure among the 
products of our great .State, and outside of our 
coast markets they were practically unknown. 
To day, however, rote the great change. From 
small beginnings the productions of these two 
lines has kept pace with the growth of tne 
$tate. year by year, until now. when the output 
ol California raisins and dried fruits is as eagerly 
watched in New York. Chicago ami other great 
Eastern markets as it is in our home market of 
San Fraucisco. Year by year the markets foT 
our dried fruits are widening, and while a few 
years ago our most distant market was Colorado, 
these goods are now being eagerly sought for 
and distributed iu all the great markets of the 
United States. I auge as this business has al­ 
ready become, it is still in Its infancy, and has a 
future before it that, in our opinion, will be ex­ 
celled by few, if any, of the other great indus­ 
tries of this State. 
WITH A POPULATION OF 60,009,000 
Of people in the United States it is, er haps quite 
safe to say that not over 3,000.000 have as yet 
tasted or seen California dried fmit or raisms. 
The possibilities therefore of not over-doing the 
market, as will easily be seen, is sormthing 
that is not likely tooccurfor a century to come, 
if indeed it ever occt re. 
The Eastern demand 
for our dried fruits for the year 188C has never 
before beeu go tager or active, and at prices 
which must give to the grower cr producer a 
good return on nia capital invested. 
Tfeerc will, of course, as in all lines of busi­ 
ness, be poor years and good years, but taking 
it one yeur with another, there is no industry 
in California, present or prospective, wnicn 
promises better or speedier returns to tlie grow­ 
er than tbe drying, in whole or iu part, of the 
products of his orchard. To further stimulate 
und increase, however, the already great and 
growing demand for our dried fruits, 
GREATER CAP.F. IN THEIR GRADING, SELECTION 
AND PACKING 
For market, must be exercised. The Eastern 
trade arc very exacting—tbt v prouounce our 
fruits when properly graded ihe finest in tbe 
world, but have found, audjnstly so. much fault 
with many shipmcuts on account of irregular 
grading, lack oJ attention to proper selection 
and indifferent and faulty packing. All of this 
can be, and we know will be in time, remedied, 
r.ud when that time comes ten cars of California 
dried fruits can be sold on their merits aloue 
where one is now. Take the article of Califor­ 
nia dried peaicin s—a large grower has, perhaps, 
26.000 pounds of the drieu p:o iuct: of thisqnan» 
tity, j»erhapy? 1,000 pounds were over-ripe 
peaches, which, when dried, turned black. Jf 
these were picked out. and either thrown away 
or sold by themselves for what they would bring, 
the balanceo! the fruit would frcin its uniform­ 
ity bring enhanced prices moro than sufficient 
to cover this loss. Many growers, however, to 
save this poor fruit mix it in with the good, 
with the invariable result that when the ship­ 
ment reaches market it not only gives general 
dissatisfaction, and when sold the price is scaled 
on the whole 20,000 pounds to a figure that will 
net him less than if he threw all of this black 
stock n\?ay or fed to the pigs. The same re­ 
marks will apply to apricots, apples, plums, aud 
in fact, dried fruits of ail kinds. 
When the product is ready for market, have it 
regular and uniformly graded, l'o not mix in 
poor fruit. But up only choice, selected fruit to 
be sold as your first grades. Back up vour sec­ 
ond grade by itself, and let it sell ou its' merits ; 
in fact, let the great consuming public of tlie 
East know that when they call lor first class 
California dried fruit that they are going to get 
it. This fact once established, it will no longer 
be a question what shall we do with our yearly 
increasing products of dried fruits ? but, how 
shall we be able to meet the demand ? 
SUN-DRIED AND EVAPORATED FRUITS. 
Wc urgently advise the discontinuance of the 
further sun-drying of apples, unless they be 
bleached with sulphur before being placed on 
the trays. Ihe evaiKiratfcd, bleached apple, 
here as thromrhout the entire East, is rapidly 
taking the placeof the ordinary sun-dried apple, 
the sale of which is rapidly growing less vear 
by year. Evarorated. bleached apples, in fifty- 
pound boxes, are worth to-day twelve cents iu 
ihe San Francisco and Sacramento markets, 
and iu active demand, with prospects of c vea 
higher pricer ; while tbe ordinary sun-dried, un­ 
bleached appie is a d.ug, and uusliable ut three 
cents per pound. 
In the southern portion of the State nearly all 
the sun-dried apricots are 
BLEACHED WITH SULPHUR 
And then carefully graded. As high as 22% 
cents per pound have been paid in Riverside for 
these apricots this year, which gives the pro­ 
ducer a magnificent profit, aud shows what a 
little care and attention w ill do. To some ex­ 
tent, our noi them producers also bleach their 
apricots, but not very generally as yet; und 
when it has been done, either from insufficient 
knowledge of the process or luck of proper at­ 
tention to details, it is only true to soy that wo 
have seen very few as yet of the northern apri­ 
cots that even Approximate iu color, grading 
and style, the product of our Riverside friends. 
There is almost an unlimited field East for 
these sulphured apricots. We have got the fruit 
in our northern countries—the process is simple 
and there is no reason, with the same attention, 
why we should net equal, if not excel, the pro­ 
duct of southern California. 
With sun-dried reaches, we also recommend a 
universal sulphur-bleaching. It will brighten 
the color, add to the appearance, and in that 
shape the fruit will always bring enough more 
to cover the cost of such bleaching many times 
over. Bears, cither sun-dried or evaporated, 
should also be bleached, and the sale lor the 
ordinary son-dried unbleached pear, like the 
sun-dried apple, is getting to be a thing of the 
part.While some grower? have endeavored to 
bleach or lighten the color of prunes or plums, 
it is an unnecessary expense and a waste of 
time and labor. A few bleached prunes might 
sell a trifle more in a smnll way now and then, 
but never to that extent that it would pay any­ 
one to bleach thtjm. 
STYLES OF PACKING. 
Regarding styles of packing, sun-dried apri­ 
cots, pitted plums, prunes and pears should 
always be put up in cither clean white cotton 
sacks or in neat uniform, nicely papered and 
faced 2' pound boxes. Beaches and sen-dried 
apples can be put up in burlap sacks, but even 
for these wc recommend a white cotton sack, 
a si-adds somewhat to the appearance oí the 
fruit, and is more pleasing to the buyers. 
Lhoice evaporated fruits, if not sold to some 
regular pecker in bulk.should always be packed 
in boxes, and, with the exception of apples, for 
which a 50-pound box should ilw&ys be used, 
for ail the balance| we recommend a 25 pound 
box as being what is mostly called for by the 
trade in general. Tlie fruit should run uniform 
through the boxes, and nicely faced and 
papered on top so as io present au attractive 
appearance when opened. 
DRIED nos AND PRUNES. 
Tbe California black fig is iucrcnsing in favor 
East, and we believe will eventually be found a 
very profitable crop to rai*e. 
As is very well known, the output of many 
kinds of our dried fruits the past season were 
seriously curtailed for two reasons—first, a short 
crop; and, second, the large shipments East in 
a fresh state. While it is a little early for us as 
yet to give accurate figures as to the output of 
all kinds, we place as au approximation tho 
product of French aud German p< unes for 
at 2 000,000 pounds; of peaches, 750,000 pound- ; 
of pitied p tuns, 500,000 pounds; of apricots, all 
kinds, 600,000 pounds; of evaporated apples, 
450.000 pounds; and of figr, say 150,000 pounds. 
With ft good season it is altogether likely that 
next year this quantity will be trebled or’quad- 
ruplcd. and no grower need have the slightest 
fear bu what a ready market will be found for 
every pound of it and at full prices. 
CALIFORNIA RAISINS. 
In approaching the subject of California rai­ 
sins it is withftnore than ordinary ploasuie^vo 
note the great increase in theproduct, the 
n- 
did improvements in the styie and method of 
packing, and, what is perhaps tetter than all, 
tbe vastly increased demand, which has amount­ 
ed iu almost a furore, from Eastern markets for 
the choice raisins that California has turned out 
in the year 1886». Co.nmenciDv in 1870 with a 
few hundreds of boxen of experimental Califor­ 
nia ra’.sind, this industry slowly but steadily, 
despite the constant warfare ana the prejudice 
of tbe New Yorz importers of Spanish raisins, 
despite the cheap labor of Spain, nss cm tam ly 
forged its way ahead until this year we approx­ 
imate the total pack of California raisins st the 
splendid total of 7CO.OOO boxes of twenty pounds 
each, which is equal to 14.0 «>,000 pounds of iai- 
siQS, or about 50,600.000 pounds ol Aft.sent grapes 
in a frcan state. The experimental rtage has 
now passed. A!. choice brands of California 
raisins arc uow bring taken iu the great Esstem 
markets on almost a par, and in many instances 
equally to, or even at 
HIGHER FIGURES THAN THE MALAGA FRUIT. 
Wc anticipate the pack next season at 1 0&0,- 
OOG boxes, and if proper attention Í3 given to 
grading. n>H»»rt».ng and parking, and making 
our rii’-ita tn the boxwhct they are called on tho 
Urt, we hazard nothing when *e say that every 
fcingle box of lb' pao ran be plucod at remu­ 
nerative figures in a half-d xeu of the largest 
Eastern trad»' center*. 
To r.ceomf ii-h slJ this, however, and to stul 
further icainUü.1 and to extend the splendid 
reputation that California rai>ins have made 
this car iu the East, every possible energy 
must be everted to tU 11 improve in the quality 
of our pock. Nothing roust be left undone, no 
efforts -should bff spared to make our raisins not

ANOTHER LESSON. 
In all this matter of advancing the in­ 
terests of Central and northern California 
let us not permit our enthusiasm or zeal to 
run away with our judgment. There 
should be in all our presentation of the 
claims of the region, broad and fully sup­ 
ported as they are, something of the dig­ 
nity and gravity of statesmanship rather 
than the heat of the advocate. There is, 
in short, just such a thing as overdoing in 
all this matter. The word “ boom” is itself 
unfortunate, and ill applied in any case of 
progress that relates to permanency. It 
rather conveys an idea of craze, nervous­ 
ness and ebulition, that must subside. 
Central and northern California we 
all want fully and rapidly developcd) 
but let us in our anxiety not forget that 
the people of the East are keen oliservers. 
They know that like motives, as a rule, 
actuate the people of our common coun­ 
try, whether Californians or residents of 
the Atlantic slope. Advocacy that passes 
the limit of earnestness is very apt to ex­ 
cite suspicion of the motive behind it. 
Let us work with all the energy and vigor 
and earnestness we can command, but with 
such dignity as shall give character to our 
sincerity. 
There is no limit tcswhat we 
can well do; the work at hand is almost 
immeasurable, and the promised rewards 
rich and ready. But this well-doing must 
not take on even the faintest shading of the 
tactics of the mere advocate. Our cause 
rises superior to any methods that in the 
slightest degree might incline people to 
look upon it with any suspicion. 


R ig h t is our contemporary, the Alta, 
when it exclaims: “ The Citrus Fair at 
Sacramento will be a revelation to Eastern 
visitors, to whom * northern California ’ 
has had a polar and a chilly sound, asso­ 
ciated with northern New York, north­ 
ern Illinois and northern Iowa. The 
fact is, California is the only State 
in the Union in which, climatically 
speaking, we know no north, no south, no 
east, no west, for it is all a winterless land, 
given to bloom and fruit and verdure the 
year round.” Yes, it is right to the small­ 
est letter that records the expression. Let 
it add, and of all this winterless land, the 
great valleys of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin, and the coast about and north of 
San Francisco and the foothills of the 
Sierra and Coast 
Ranges are the 
heart and vitals. Let it add that from 
the low long sweep of the great San Joa­ 
quin to the orchard groves where fruits 
look up to the frosty pow of old Shasta, 
there is a warm and generous land hun­ 
dreds of miles in extent, waiting for a 
population of millions—jieople with some 
means, love for home, industrious, willing 
to tickle mother earth to see her laugh; 
people who will be of us as well as with us. 


T h e news that the Eastern roads 
have agreed to pro rate with Cali­ 
fornia roads in the transportation of fruits, 
and that the prospect is good for fast and 
cheaper transportation of fruits, has had a 
stimulating effect upon fruit-growers. If 
it shall all he finally settled upon we will 
probably witness the opening of a new era 
in fruit culture and marketing in Califor­ 
nia. The fruit men iiave learned more in 
the last few weeks concerning the right 
methods to adopt in conducting their busi­ 
ness than they knew from all the years of 
their prior experience. It looks now as if 
they would avail themselves freely of this 
knowledge, and get fruit marketing into 
such a channel as will prove an immense 
saving to the producer, and thus greatly 
enhance the fruit industry, and of course 
benefit all other business in the State to 
which it is in the remotest degree related.

Lincoln county, on the Carolina line, is in 
a state of anxiety over an incident which 
happened yesterday. Many of the colored 
tenants are in arrears with their supply 
bills, and efforts to collect them have pro­ 
duced great indignation. Yesterday Tom 
Leverett and Gab Ramsay went out on the 
eastern side of the county to enforce a pro­ 
cess. When they drew near the house of 
a man whom they were in quest,they found 
it surrounded by negroes, who at once 
opened fire upon them. 
Leverett and 
Ramsay, who were on horseback, turned 
and galloped away, but not before they 
were so badly wounded that their lives are 
now in danger. This morning an armed 
band of 100 white men was organized and 
proceeded to that section, where, it is re­ 
ported, the negroes are just as we!! armed 
and as fully prepared to fight. News of 
the outcome is awaited anxiously, aud it is 
feared another bloody race riot will be 
precipitated.

A W ALL-STREET FLOF. 
Serious Stock Panic in New York Yester­ 
day. 
New Y ork, December 15th.—The dump 
in stocks in Wall street has resulted in a 
veritable panic there. Though no failures 
are reported, vet manv are expected. It is 
believed on all sides that the long-expected 
drop has taken place. The galleries of the 
Stock Exchange were packed with people, 
while the street and floors below were 
thronged with crowds of struggling, shout­ 
ing brokers, eagerlv selling stocks. Two 
failures are reported, but the names are not 
yet given. 
CAUSE OF THE DROP. 
Traders are not able to agree as to the 
cause of the decline, some attributing it to 
Gould's influence, and some to Cammack’s. 
Bussell Sage says the drop is occasioned by 


the an warrv.nteJ price at which worthless 1 
stocks have been selling. He regards the " 
decline as only begun. Henry Clews says 
that before there can be a return of the bull 
market money must give way from the 
present high rates of loaning, or else stocks 
will recede still further. The lower stocks 
go the less money is required to carry 
them. This in itself will give relief, in ad­ 
dition, as there wilt undoubtedly and must 
be larger buying by capitalists, who will 
purchase securities outright and put them 
away as investments. 
California Products in the East. 
New Y ork, December 15th.—Xew Cali­ 
fornia Lima beans are beginning to arrive. 
The demand is fairly active, and no stock 
is permitted to accumulate. The quality 
of this season’s crop is tine, and the price 
($1 80(4.1 90) is obtained without difficulty. 
Turkish prunes in boxes are offering in the 
market. They are put up in attractive 
packages of 55 pounds, sizes, 70s aud 90s. 
The olfering of Malaga raisins on Friday 
next at public sale promises to be large, 
and a still lower depth of depression is 
looked for. California goods are a trifle 
weaker in tone, but the best brands for for­ 
ward delivery are not offered, the principal 
agents being desirous of assisting their cus­ 
tomers by maintaining present values for 
quantities until such time as the stocks 
cow held can be distributed. 
LIGHT STOCKS AND GOOD PRICES IN CHICAGO 
Chicago, December 15th.—There are no 
more California green fruits in the market 
at present. Oranges are expected to arrive 
here some time around the first of next 
month. The firm condition of the dried 
fruit market which has prevailed for some 
time still continues, prices being quoted a 
shade higher all around. The strength of 
the market lies íd the fact that stocks are 
only moderate, while the receipts are light, 
and from reports received there is not much 
fruit to be sent to market. California dried 
fruits sell fairly, and the market for them 
rules firm. They are quoted by the pound 
as follows : French prunes, 9 cents; pitted 
plums and quartered peaches, 12 cents ; 
halved peaches, pared. 15 cent3 ; nectarines, 
9 cents : and pears, 8 to 121 cents. Raisins, 
by the 20-pound box, are quoted at $1 85(4, 
1*90 for London layers, and $1 70(4,1 80 for 
loose Muscatels. 
Condition of Charleston Buildings. 
N ew Y ork, December 15th.—A tire in­ 
surance company here has received from 
Charleston, S. C., a communication from a 
special committee of builders and archi­ 
tects embodying the results of a thorough 
inspection ot the buildings in that city in­ 
jured by the recent earthquake, many of 
which are insured in companies in this 
and other Northern cities. They inspected 
in all 8,000 buildings. They found ninety 
per cent, of these built of brick and more 
or less damaged, while the frame buildings 
sufi'ered only from falling chimneys, 
cracked plastering and injured foundations. 
Factories and mills sutlered more or less, 
but the churches as a class suffered more 
than other edifices. Not 100 chimneys out 
of 14,000 escaped damage. Ninety-five per 
cent, of these 14,000 were broken oil' at the 
roofs, and went to the ground.

CITRUS FAIR ASSOCIATION. 


M e e tin g o f D ire c to rs Y e ste rd a y —F a ir a t 
C h ic ag o a n d P e r m a n e n t E x h ib it. 
A meeting of the Directors from the va­ 
rious counties of the Citrus Fair Associa­ 
tion of Central California was held at the 
Board of Trade rooms yesterday afternoon, 
A lbert Gallatin, presiding, and Dr. Latham, 
Secretary. 
Nearly all the counties of Cen­ 
tral California were represented, and the 
meeting, which was principally devoted to 
consideration of immigration work, was a 
very spirited one. 
The first m atter considered was the trans­ 
fer and holding the Citrus Fair at Chicago, 
at the close of the present exhibition in 
this city. As prelim inary to this move­ 
m ent Directors from the various couuties 
were called upon to state whether the 
exhibits from their several locations would 
be donated by the exhibitors. 
Responses 
were made by Mr. Buck and Mr. Hatch, of 
Solano ; Mr. Morrison and Mr. W illiam ­ 
son, of Placer; Judge Freer and General 
Bidwell, of B u tte; Mr. Blowers, of Yolo ; 
Mr. Messenger, of Calaveras, concerning 
that county and Amador county; 
Mr. 
H onn. 
of 
Shasta ; 
Mr. 
Estee, 
of 
Napa ; 
Mr. 
Brand, 
of 
Nevada 
county. 
The general expression was, that 
not only was the fruit at the disposal of the 
Board for the purpose of being forwarded 
to Chicago, but that additional contribu­ 
tions of fresh (ruit would be forthcoming, if 
needed. 
It was further agreed that if, for 
any reason, any exhibitorsjdid not leel like 
donating their fruits, or were unable to do 
so, that they could be either purchased or 
other put in place. 
Mr. Estee said the Di­ 
rectors were welcome to 
the 
display 
of 
wine 
now 
on 
exhibition 
here 
from 
Napa, 
but 
that 
no 
person 
who 
was 
an 
expert 
would 
regard 
it fit to be exhibited, after having been ex- 
osed to the electric lights through the fair 
ere, and the bottles handled so mucfi as 
they were. 
If it was regarded desirable, 
however, to make a display of wines, he 
would assure them that Napa would con­ 
tribute all required for that purpose. 
T he subject as to the am ount of funds 
that would be required to hold the fair in 
Chicago was next inquired into. 
Dr. La­ 
tham stated that he liad held correspond­ 
ence with the Southern Pacific Company 
upon this point, and that the company had 
promised to send all exhibits free of cost, 
ami to furnish transportation for two per­ 
sons to have charge of and conduct the ex­ 
hibition. 
On motion of Mr. Alsip, it was adopted 
as the sense of the meetiug that as much 
of the present exhibits as will be desirable 
should be taken to Chicago and exhibited. 
Mr. Messenger made a motion that at 
the close of the fair in 
Chicago ex­ 
hibits of a perishable nature be disposed, 
of, and that the others be donated to the 
Southern Pacific Company for perm anent 
display in the company’s oftice at Chicago, 
and labelled, "F ro m Central California.” 
Mr. Gallatin made a statem ent concern­ 
ing the work of the Citrus Fair Associ­ 
ation, to the effect that it was in reality 
and effect a branch of the imm igration 
work, and described the m anner in which 
the Im m igration Association 
here was 
formed—with 
a 
view 
to 
securing 
co-operation 
of 
the 
several 
counties 
in th 's section of the State. This, however, 
was not real’zed. 
Now, it was proposed to 
establish and ineintain a perm anent exhi­ 
bition in th's city of the resources of Cen­ 
tral and northern California, and in this 
the interest and co-operation of all the 
central and northern counties should be 
enlisted. He pointed out the substantial 
advantages to be derived from this addi­ 
tional effort. He called for an expression 
of those present, and the proposition was 
warmly 
indorsed 
by 
many 
speakers. 
Among them were Mr. Messinger, Mr. 
Honn, Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Alsip, Mr. Fish 
(of W oodland), Mr. Brand, Mr. Hatch, and 
J. B. Stetson of San Francisco. There was 
a unanim ous sentim ent in favor of the per­ 
m anent exhibitio t, and to raise support 
funds for the purpose. 
The question of the m anner in which the 
money should be raised to carry it on was 
a’so discussed, and finally a motion by Mr. 
Brand that acorum itteeof five be appointed 
to formulate a plan of action, and report 
the same to a meeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors, to be held at 3 v. M. to-day in the 
Bo-rd of Trade rooms, was adopted. The

RAISIN-PACKING HOUSES. 
11 shoi’j d be with us no half-way, but one cou- 
tinuouA, unceasing, unrelenting war of im­ 
provement and aggression until the last box of 
Spi'.nish raisins has been driven from America 
forever. That this much-desired result be more 
speedily brought about we offer as a suggestion 
to growers -of raisins generally, that they en­ 
courage the establishment of raisin-packing 
houses in their vicinity, conducted by men of 
experience and of means, to whom they can, 
year by vear, sell their raisins in the sweat- 
boxes at fair m arket rates for cash. In this w ay 
a market will be provided each year for the pro­ 
duct of their vineyards, and these raisins in the 
hands of one competent packer will be all uni- 
fbrmlv graded and packed under one brand, and 
thus distributed foist. As it has been in the 
past, and in a great .ncasure is now, these 
scores of small indiscriminate packings of rais­ 
ins all over the State, with no standard what­ 
ever as to grade, is one of the reasons that lias 
kept Calitornia raisins in the background so 
long. We had the fruit to make good raisins, 
but no two packs run alike, and when a car was 
shipped East one mark would turn out very 
good and another mark inferior. The result 
was. the whole car was rejected, and the jobber 
turned again for his supplies to the Malaga 
fruit. 
EETTEK IlESri.TS THIS YEAR. 
This year, however, owing to tbs efforts of 
some large packers in sending East oaly strictly 
Choice raisins, the tide has turned. We have 
already secured a snlendid anchorage, and now 
all that remains to he done is for California 
raisin-producers to tie producers, and for raisiu- 
packers to be packers—for the producers to as­ 
sist and encourage the packer, and for the 
packer to assist and encourage the grower. 
Then, with a strong pull, aud a long pull, and 
a pull altogether, we firmly believe that within 
ten years no more Spanish raisins will he seen 
in Americn markets, and we also firmly believe 
that within that time, w ith our Californian in­ 
genuity, which is now devising and will con­ 
tinue to devise, new aud quicker methods of 
packing by machinery, we shall even enter the 
Spanish stronghold, and that California raisins 
will be as common in the great markets of Eng­ 
land as they are in the large markets of our own 
country to-day.

GROWING THEES. 
W. R. Strong & Co., of Sacramento, deal­ 
ers in shade, ornamental and fruit trees, 
exhibit a very large collection of orange, 
lemon and other trees, some of them bear­ 
ing fruit. It is one of the most valuable 
exhibits in all the fair, and should have the 
close examination it deserves, for the vari­ 
eties shown are the choicest to be had. 
A. J. Senatz makes a very odd exhibit, 
just in the vein of humor. It consists of 
many very beautiful green, drooping vines, 
trailing from a rnde vase. Examination 
shows it to be vine growth from three sweet 
potatoes, partially immersed in water. The 
exhibit bears the inscription, “ The origi­ 
nal sweet potato vine—no ‘June bug.’ ” 
Itu tte C ounty. 
Butte county is valley, foothill and moun­ 
tain soil, from deep, rich river bottom up 
to a granite p-ak. It is about one-half 
valley. It lies north of Sacramento about 
GO 
miles. 
Chief products—grain, fruit, 
grapes, minerals and lumber. 
Climate 
warm, equable; dry atmosphere. 
The ex­ 
hibit ot Butte is some G4 feet of wall 
room, from floor to ceiling. The fruit 
exhibit is a pyramidal one of great beauty, 
sixteen feet at the base and sixteen feet 
high. Hanked by a star and crescent, the 
whole worked in oranges, orange leaves, 
lemons, etc.. on blue and Russian purple, 
and presents a most artistic and altogether 
a splendid spectacle. To the next of this 
design is a table the whole remaining 
length, with rising shelves and crowded by 
festoons of oranges in clusters. 
Butte 
took the 
FIRST FRBMICM 
A year ago, and proudly displays it. She 
has not room enough for her magnificent 
exhibit, which ought to he more extended 
and less crowded. The pyramid is at the 
base flanked by eighty varieties of grain in 
the sheaf from the Rancho Chico of Gen­ 
era! Bid Well. The grain is of the very beet 
raised anywhere in the world. 
The" fruit 
exhibit in the pyramid consists of thou­ 
sands of oranges, contributed by the citi­ 
zens of Oroville. At Oroville last year 
there was planted by the Oroville Citrus 
Association a grove of 4,000 trees, and land 
is being prepared for 3.000 more this year. 
Only 30 trees out of the lot were lost last 
year—a remarkable showing, and due 
wholly to defects of the tree or injury in 
transplanting. Nearly all in the grove are 
best budded varieties. 


T H E 
P Y R A M ID A L 
Exhibit is of fruit that is both seedlings 
and budded. It is one of a deep rich 
golden orange, large, thin-skinned, tine in 
texture. Here we may say, to show the 
spirit of the people, that the citizens of 
Oroville contributed $350 toward the ex­ 
penses of the exhibit, besides $230 given by 
the Supervisors of the comity. 
Right here let us draw attention to a 
good idea on the part of the Butte exhibit­ 
ors. They display a large, fine map of the 
county, with all the orange plats clearly 
marked. The truth is. the Ultras Fair As­ 
sociation should have had in the hall a 
large outline map of northern and Centrar- 
California, showing something of the gen- 
geal topography of the country, with its 
producing sections ciearly marked. 
C. H. WILCOX 
Shows 100 clusters oí seedlings and budded 
oranges in clusters, and clusters of lemons 
and twenty varieties of oranges, eight of 
lemons in boxes, including the best im ­ 
ported varieties, which trees he selected 
with great care.

decorated. He has 225 trees on soil of 
sandy loam irrigated. It is valley land 
and midway between Marysville and Oro­ 
ville. He contenmlates putting out 1.200 
more of oranges—Washington navels—and 
lias the ground nearly ready now. Two of 
bis trees are 25 years old. Twelve years 
ago they were removed from nearliidwell’s 
Bar. One bore last year and this, 3,000 
oranges for each vear. 
Solano County. 
Solano county is valley and Coast Range 
foothill. Its soils vary from alluvial bot­ 
toms, along streams, to plains clay loam, 
and to the foothill “ sand rock’’ formation. 
Its temperature is that of a hot valley 
country, with some bay exposure, while 
the foothill region is almost wholly exempt 
from fog. No irrigation is required in this 
county. It gets more rain following the 
range of foothills than outside of it. The 
chief products are grain, fruit and grapes. 
From Vacaville, in 1886, the shipments of 
fruit were alone 1,000 carloads, of which 
180 or l‘J0 cars went East. 
Vacaville 
claims to be the largest shipping point of 
deciduous fruits in the State. The foothill 
region of Solano is simply the most fertile, 
the richest and most productive fruit sec­ 
tion in all our region. Solano is largely 
engaged in 
ALMOND PRODUCTION. 
Mr. A. T. Hatch has 020 acres of orchard, 
with 115 iu almonds alone, in Suisun val­ 
ley. and he will plant 100 more in 1887. 
He exhibits 191 varieties of the almond at 
the fair. It is an exhibit that should be 
examined carefully by all. Of these 115 
varieties, 65 originated by him are better 
than the Languedoc, because they produce 
twice as much, or more, market for more 
per pound, and cost far iess to husk. 
There sre other seedlings in California, 
originated here, that are good amlberier 
iban the imported of any variety. Mr. 
Hatch has one variety that has not shell 
enough to cover the kernel, being thirteen 
ounces of meat to three ounces of shell. 
No foreign land can equal this. He has 
another, a little thicker, that is a better 
keeper. It has eleven and a half ounces of 
kernel. A finer sweet and soft shell can­ 
not be found. He exhibits also three va­ 
rieties of English walnuts. Olives will 
grow anywhere in the county prolifieaiiy. 
Wolfskins’, John and S. C\. and McMa­ 
hons are the chief olive farms. The.man- 
ufacture of olive oil is being engaged in in 
Solano, and it promises to lie a leading in­ 
dustry of the county. 
Raisins are cured to som e extent in So­ 
lano county, and also fruits. 
It grows 
oranges admirably. 
T he 
county m akes 
a fine exhibit, L. W . Buck 
and W. 
Cantelow show ing W ashington navels of 
very fine quality’. 
They are, indeed, ex ­ 
ceedingly large and deep in color. 
The 
average o f one box we found to be four­ 
teen inches circumference to tke orange. 
O live oil is shown in fine array. 
It is 
sweet, pure and of the very softest we ever 
put to lip. 
A GEEAT ATTRACTION 
In this exhibit is the show of two varieties 
of dates, by J. R. and S. C. W olfskili, on 
the north end of Solano county, on Futah 
creek. 
One variety ripens, the other does 
not- the reason is that the variety in oae 
case is late, and for it the season is too 
short. The other, the red. ripens. 
Both 
are shown in six bunches, hanging on the 
branches as cut from tbe trees. 
The seed 
was p u tin between twenty-five and thirtv 
years ago, and was from dates the W olf- 
skiiis bought to eat, not dream ing o f grow­ 
ing trees from them . 
The trees are now 25 
feet high. 
Brandy (grape) is shown, as 
also apple brandy. 
One brand o f the first 
is dated 1859. 
Pickled olives are shown 
that are delicious to taste.

Nevada county is a m ountain county, of 
the Sierra range, w ith upper ranges of foot­ 
hills. 
H er altitudes are from 3U0 to 3,800 
feet. 
H er ch ief product has been m ineral. 
O nly w ithin a brief tim e has attention been 
given to horticulture and agriculture. 
The 
Nevada County Land and Im provem ent 
Association has been the chief instrum ent 
in awakening the peopld of that section to 
the true and full possibilities o f tbe county 
and vicinity. 
The fact is that Nevada 
county now 
ENTERS TnE LIST 
O f fruit-growing counties. 
It is her first 
exhibit at a Citrus Fair, but a success. The 
exhibit is in charge of G. E. Brand, the ur­ 
bane Secretary of the Nevada County Land 
and Im provem ent Association, and was 
gathered at very short notice from what 
the fruit-growers chanced to have on hand, 
aud was not saved in view of exhibition. 
However, the sam ples of oranges shown are 
very fine. 
They were grown at an eleva­ 
tion of 1,600 feet, dem onstrating the im ­ 
portant fact that this fruit can be success­ 
fully grown at a very high altitude. 
Ne­ 
vada county has a large acreage suitable 
for orange-growing, and w ill no doubt soon 
ran k a m ong th e foremost of oran ge-growing 
counties in the State. The exhibit of grapes, 
uuts, apples, persim m ons, quinces, etc., 
show s that the soil and cóm ate of Nevada 
county is particularly w ell adapted to fruit­ 
growing. 
This fact, with hom e market and 
cheapness o f the land, w ill attract a large 
im m igration. 
W e w ish very m uch that we had the 
space to go into detail as we should like 
about tlie sermon preached by the choice 
nut display of F elix Gillet, in the Nevada 
exhibit. 
Mr. G illet has long stood the ad­ 
vocate of the interests of his county, and 
done battle for the faith that there is 
wealth other than gold in her soil. 
H e 
has proved it, too, by his steady industry 
and 
the 
evidences 
of 
his 
works. 
W here Mr. G illet’s nursery is, near Ne­ 
vada City, was, tw enty years ago, a barren 
granite hill, used only for a public com ­ 
m on. 
H e was ridiculed for attem pting to 
grow anything upon i t ; now h e has a little 
paradise o f vines and nut and sniall-fruit 
varieties upon it. 
GRArES—WINE— PEARS. 
Nevada can produce fine grapes, w ines of 
a high order, and for pears she has advan­ 
tages o f m any and peculiar kinds on which 
we cannot now dw ell. 
Her soil is under­ 
lined by bedrock formation. 
W here gran­ 
ite com es to the surface it is largely decom ­ 
posed and m ingled w ith alluvial soil, and 
is rich in elem ents needed by vines and 
fruit trees. 
On the hillsides is a fine loam 
growing forest trees and chaparral in its 
wild state. 
It is often tinged a dull red by 
tbe ferruginous ochre in it. 
It is adm ira­ 
ble when tilled for fruit. 
There are still 
other varieties, and all more or less adapta­ 
ble to nut, vine and fruit culture. 
THE CLIMATE 
Of Nevada is not “ northern ” as generally 
understood. 
The temperature is never so 
low nor so high as to check labor. 
In 
March, 1886, a record officially kept showed 
the m inim um temperature to van’ for the 
30 days front 27° to 43°, or an average of 
35.1°. 
Roses bloom every m onth in the 
year in Grass V alley and Nevada City, the 
two 
ch ief 
cities, 
the 
latter 
be­ 
ing 
the 
seat 
of county governm ent. 
Strawberries and 
blackberries 
are also 
picked up to December, and green veg­ 
etables are to be had from the soil o f Ne­ 
vada every day in the year. 
N early half 
the agricultural area of the county 13 known 
as “ the warm belt,” so high is the winter 
temperature. 
For healthfulness, no sec­ 
tion of the State surpasses Nevada county. 
The atmosphere is bracin g-in sp iring, in ­ 
deed—and rich in resinous aroma. 
W ith 
rainfall it is blessed especially, averaging 
for thirteen years last past 51.S0 inches per 
year. 
Y et 
TOE WATER 
Conveyance and storage for m ining gives 
the county unsurpassed irrigation advanta­ 
ges, wherever it is desired to "force the 
season,” or hasten reclamation of soil 
m ined over and abandoned, or deemed 
barren because o f granitic character. 
The 
reservoirs of the county store nearly 5,000,­ 
000,000 cubic feet of water, and the main 
ditches are over 600 m iles in length and 
cost over $5,00(1,000. But irrigation,mark it, 
is not a necessity in Nevada. Nevada claim s, 
and with good grounds, to be essentially 
the Bartlett pear belt of the country. Land’s 
in Nevada are low and easy to be liad. 
Land to be cleared is, o f course, more diffi­ 
cult to be put in shape than land in the 
valley, 
but 
it 
does 
not call for so 
much original capital. 
Land is cheap 
in 
her 
now, 
but 
as 
the 
county 
is now progressing it w ill soon be up in tbe 
“ big figures.” 
No one is more sincerely 
gratified to witness the promise of triumph 
in soil-culture in Nevada than the m an of 
the valley w ho has felt it to be his duty to 
contest Nevada’s right to m ine in a partic­ 
ular w ay. 
She has vast resources in her 
soil, she is developing them and proving 
that she has fine, fertile, enduring lands, 
that yield to culture abundant harvest, and 
in a clim ate of the very best kind.
